The federal government's water pollution 
control .bill allows a 22-month period of grace for 
states to start taking action to clean up their own 
back yards. After that, the Federal government 
Will step in and t'orce action. 

Industries arc .getting. a six-month period to 
get to work pn.the.it* \vaste-disposal problems. 

In general, Federal funds are a snare and a 
delusion. It is, after all, still money from the tax- 
payer's pocket, tire saniq taxpayer whose funds 
support the loeuKand state government. ; 

Water pollution, though, is one area where 
Federal funds and intervention .could prove, of 
-great-beuet-it^Streanis^are no, respecter of state 
lines. It does little good for the downstream state 
or community to clean up adjacent streams if 
waste is dumped in' upstream.
